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The Ships of All Nations in New 
York Harbor, 


QRARANTIKK, N. Y., April 20.—Promptly 
ou time, with every prearranged detail car- 
ried out with marvplou» exactaesa, tlio 
combined nnval aquardons of tho old aiid 
new \vorld took possession of the lower 
bay of Neir York harbot yesterday. 


The big white llapcship of Admiral Gbor- 
nrdi, the Philadelphia, beaded tbe ]iort 
column, the huge black British onti^or 
Blake, Admiral Hopkins' flagsliip, led tbe 
starboard column, theother vessels iollow- 
ing in regular order. On the port sido tbe 
flagship Newark (Admiral Benhani), fol- 
lowed by the Atlanta, San Prancisce, J^ ... 
croft, Bennington and Baltimrtro, tbun the 
flagship Chicago (Admiral Walker), lol- 
lowed by tho Yorktown, Charlo:-:toin, Vf?- 
suvius and Concord: afterthem, ant* bvins;- 
Ingupthe rear of the column, the Oiitcb 
war ship Van Rpeyk and the Gfriuan 
cruisers Kaiserin, Aui^usta and iScendler. 


The Blake was folli-wcd on the starboard 
column by the other vessels of the British 
squadron, the Australia, Masicic?nie and 
Tartar, and by the Russian vessels General 
Admiral and Hiiula. The belated ílaiíship 
of the Russian squadron, the Dimitri Don- 
skoi, with the Russian Admiral Kozna- 
koff on board, awaited them at anchor off 
quarantine. Next came the Italian vessels 
Ktna and Bausau, and the Brazilian squad- 
ron, Aquidaban, Tiradeutes and Repúb- 
lica. 


The procession up the bay to the anchor- 
age grounds was ex^edingly beautiful, 
Gravesend bay was reached at 3:80, and 
the Philadelphia opened the salutes by 
iiring fifteen guns in honor of the Russian 
admiral and his flagship, the band on 
board the Philadelphia playing the Rus- 
sian national air. Tho Russian promptly 
acknowledged the salute. 
At 3:35 the 
Philadelphia fired one gun as a signal to 
come to anchor, and the Newark passed 
the signal to the other vessels of the 
»quadron, which instantly hove to. 
A 
fleet of guard boats kept the anchorage 
ground clear, while numberle.ss yachts and 
tugboats and crowded excursion steamers 
circled round as close as permitted. 
It 
was exactly 3:47 when the Philadelphia 
let go her anchor right oft Cittven shoal 
buoy and swung round with tbe strong 
flood tide with her nose pointing for Sandy 
Hook. 


The voyage of 270 miles from Fortress 
Monroe to the anchorage was a most de- 
lightful one. The predictions of rough 
weather, based upon the 
northeasterly 
winds, which whipped into tempestuous 
waves the squally placid waters of Hamp- 
ton Roads, failed to be realized, much to 
the relief of Senators Gibson and Butler, 
Representative 
Geissenheimer, 
Mayor 
Wadsworth, Congresssnan Guthwaite and 
other landsmen who happened to be on the 
ships. Tho ocean was as smooth as the 
typical mill pond, and the wind, though 
cool and fresh, did not at any time blow 
with force sufficient to cause discomfort. 
No accident occurred, and there was no 
hitch in tho program at any point, save in 
the inability of some of the foreign vessels 
to maintain even tho moderate speed set 
by the Philadelphia. 


Our Fluancial rolicy.

eonfern^d upon them to maintain the puli- 
lic credit, to keep the public faith, and to 
preserve the parity between gold and sil- 
ver, and between all financial obligations 
of the government."

The Old Bell's Triumphant Pas- 
sage Through Pennsylvania. 


LANCASTEH, April ÎÎ7.—The Liberty Bell 
train arrived at Laup.Jister i( few minute,« 
late. At tho railroad station there were 
Kcveral thousand people gathered 
who 
gave the bell a rousing welcome. The fire 
aud ladder department were on duty at 
the station, and as the train rushed into 
the depot there were blowing of whistles, 
music by two bauds, aud hurrahing by the 
crowd. 


HARRISBURG, April OG.—Tho booming of 
cannon, clanging of 
bells, blowing of 
whistles and ciiOi^rs of a great multitude 
greeted the old Liberty Bell as the train 
bearing It to Chicago rolled into the Union 
station. Sueh a crowd wjis never nuissed 
in and about the sUitiou on any previous 
occasion. There were thousands of people, 
all the city schools having been dismissed 
to take part in tho demonstrations. 
Civic 
and military organizations, including the 
City Grays and Governor's Troop, council, 
Boaixi of Trade and citizens generally took 
part iu the parade to the station. iMayor 
Eby presented the freedom of the city, 
which Mayor Stuart accepted in a brief 
si>eech. Eloquent remarks were made by 
Governor Patfison and Robert Snodgrass, 
president of the Board of Trade. Tno 
latter presented a banner, which was re- 
ceived by Chairniau Smithers, of the coun- 
cils committee of Philadelphia. 


As the train drew out of HarrLsburg, 
parents handed their children up over the 
rails to kiss the bell, while others got the 
four reserve policemen to rub medals or 
trinkets aginst the relic to obtain souvenirs 
of the occasion. At Suubury Mayor Stuart 
made a short address. Chairman Smith- 
ers and President Miles, of select council, 
also spoke. An enormous crowd cheered 
the train as it swept through Milton. 
At 
Willianisport it seemed ns if all Lycoming 
county had turned out to honor the bell. 
Addresses were made by Mayor Elliott, of 
Williamsport, 
Mayor 
Stuart; 
Director 
Beltler and Common Councilman Ander- 
son. The greatest enthusiasm prevailed. 
Everywhere the enthusiam of the people 
was evidenced by the crowds that came to- 
gether at every station and almost at 
every cross roiul store where a sight of the 
emblem of liberty could be had. 
The 
whistles of all the factories and locomo- 
tives that were passed screeched noisy 
salutes. 


LOCK 
HAVKN, April 26.—The Liberty 
Bell was given a grand ovation here on 
the arrival of the special train last even- 
ing. Steam whistles screamed, bells rang, 
brass bands played and the people cheered. 
Thousands of residents of the surrounding 
country and this city were ranged along 
the railroad tracks and caught a glimpse 
of the bell as the train moved slowly 
through the city after a stop of ten min- 
utes had been made.

southward to the Big Horn

and to the Wyoming line. Rich bottom- 
lands, mountains of mineral, and tracts 
of primitive forest are comprised in thh 
territory. 
The Crows are slowly solving 
the problem of civilization, 
although 
their inclination to peaceful pursuits is 
sometimes rudely disturbed by the raids 
of their immemorial enemies the Piegans, 
and it is not iu the nature of the Crows 
to forego retaliation. 
Were the reseiva- 
tion divided among the members of tho 
tribe, each buck, sqviaw and pappoose 
would receive 1500 acres. If one travels 
through the Big Horn Valley in these 
days ho will lind it dotted with 
cabins 
that are surrouaded by corn and vege- 
table patches. In a few instances dug- 
outs for the winter storage of crops have 
been constructed and even stables built 
for Montana cayuaes which have been 
broken for the harrow and the plow. 
These signs of industry are evidences 
that the strenuous counsel of army of- 
ficers and tho Indian agents to take up 
lands in severalty have not been 
disre^ 
garded, but it must be admitted that 
the work of redemption is slow, for tho 
hunting grounds of tho Crows are still 
more alluring than the productive toil of 
the fields. That substaatial progress is 
being made, however, may be judged 
from the fact that whereas these In- 
dians a few years ago possessed 
only 
pelts, robes, and wild 
bronchos, theii 
ivealth now includes many farming im- 
plemente, 3000 ponies, 25'JO bead of 
cattle and innumerable pigs, sheep .^and

A Kansas Alan Devises » Safs Scheme for 


HU Neighbors. 


A structure for use in countries 
where hurricanes and cyclones are 
liable to occur, and which will afford 
a secure temporary shelter during the 
heaviest storms, is shown in the ac< 
companying illustration from the St. 
Louis Republic, and has been in- 
vented by a Kansas man. 
A number 
of posts are arranged in a circle and 
Inclined to connect with each other 
at the top, forming a conical shell,th€ 
lower ends of the posts being 
firmly 
secured to horizontal anchor beams 
some distance below the surface ol 
the ground. 
The framework is cov- 
ered by a sheathing of heavy planks, 
the top layers of which are nailed 
one upon t h e other and shaped to 
form a round top. 
The plank cover- 
ing extends a short distance below 
the ground, and this covering is metal 
clad, making an earth connection for 
electrical currents, conducting wires 
also leading from the lower edge oi 
the covering further down into the 
ground. 
A heavy door, also covered 
by sheet metal, allows access to the 
interior, which is suitably floored and 
is provided with a circular seat. In 
the top are a number of vertical ven- 
tilating pipes or tubes, and there is 
also an underground ventilating pipe,

mously. 
Kilauea is situated thirty miles 
from kilo on the Island of Hawaii, the 
largest and richest of the group. 
Waen 
I visited it it was ouly to be reached on 
hovse or mule bade, over the most diffi- 
cult 
and diacouraiiiag 
of trails, 
for 
road, or 
even 
track, it 
could nob be 
truthfully called. 


The road about two miles from Hilo 


climbed the hill in silence, 
expectancy 
reaching a tension which was rapidly be 
coming painfull until we stood breath- 
less on the top of the bill and at the 
edge of the lake. 
At tirst wo only felt 
an intense heat, and saw nothing but a 
sheet of something of a dull red shadinrr 
into black, perhapn 300 feet wide and 
500 leet long, stretching between jagged 
and irregular crags of lava from forty 
feet to eighty feet iu height. 


There was no time for a shock of dis- 
appo'utraent, for the eye had 
hardly 
taken in witu a cursory glance the fea 
tures 
described, 
when 
across 
the 
wrinkled surface of the lake there shot 
alierygleam. 
The crust of lava bagan 
to heave and tremble, then there darted 
along the surface another lino of light, 
and then another, until the whole ma'is, 
which in a moment 
of inaction had 
cooled and crusted over, began to break 
ui) like blocks of ice in a sunn^ 
flood. 
The huge pieces of lava 
tossed 
and 
plunged below the boiling surface, until 
from bank to bank the lake was one 
majs of liquor, 
'i'his was hardly 
the 
work of an instant. 


A wave motion soon developed itself. 
The lava began playing in the center in 
fiery fountains, and dashed against the 
banks in great waves, tossing forty leet 
into the air a gory surf. 
It thundered 
upon the cliff uoon which wc were stand-

plunges into a dense forest, the tanglcd 
beauty of which simply bafilej descrip- 
tion. 
The forest is a true jungle, which 
fortunately does not shelter any noxious 
animal, everything of the sort being ab- 
solutely unknown on these islands. 
The 
only danger is from the path itself, which 
is a 
complete 
slougb, throutih 
which 
tiorses plunge in a most 
discouraging 
fashion. 


After the wooda have been passed, 
you comc to an old lava How overgrown 
with a shrub called ki. 
Here wo were 
saluted by a dri/^zting rain, which lasted 
all the rest of the wav. 
Wc were be- 
lated, without a ;iuide, and daiku«^ fell 
when wc were still miles from our desti- 
aation. The rain continued without ceas- 
ing, it grew very cold, and never was a 
party of traveler.-i more rejoiced to see 
che gleam of the lights of the Volcano 
House through the treas. 
In a moment 
we were warming and drying ourselves 
before the great lire of logs, ina genuine 
old-fashioned fireplace and were regaled 
with a hot supper. 
Twice that niaht 
wc were summoned from our beds to see 
a flow, a slight streak of light 
darting 
into the night showing wher^i the turbu- 
lent lava had burst the bounds of its 
lake, and flowed out into the bed of the 
crater. 
Toere was a mystery about it 
wUicQ subuued the spirit, but did not 
prevent us from sleeping very soundly on 
the edge of the crater. 
In the morning 
there was u thick mist, but after break- 
last it rolled away, leaving the prospects 
stalulesi and bare, and we diicovered 
that the Volcano Ilouse was on the very 
edge of the cater—a «lining black pita 
thousand feet deep, and three miles iu 
diameter, opening, so to speak, at one*s 
very feet. 
Under the opposite wall of 
the crater, three miles a\\ay, there was 


ing, and to^ised a fine spray higher than 
oui head. We could hear its dull leaden 
muttering almost beneath our feet, but 
could not get near enough to the edge to 
look over, nor would we, perhaps, liave 
dared to do so had it been possible. 


It is singular how small a place fear 
has in one's sensations when standing on 
the brink of Haleniuumau» 
Travelers 
constantly do the most foolhardy things. 
One stands on banks which nave been 
honevcombed by the fires, and which 
may topple any moment into tne 
abyss, 
withouc a thought of danger or fear. 
The tremendou-i terror and sublimity of 
the spectacle one is witnessing so fill the 


r- ^ 


soul as to exclude the possibility of a 
personal thought. 
This is the common 
—one may say tlie universal—experience 
of both sexe? alike, and this m o o d i i 
doubtless lortifiel by th« (act to it there 
has never been an ac iident at the vol- 
cano of Kilauea, though there have beau 
several narrow escapes. 


The crater of Kih^uea is sacred to Pele 
who is the goddess of the vole mo an I 
one of the sublime creations of Hawaiian 


woman bad broken the power of Pilog 
whose credit declined. 


Kilauea is 4000 feet above the sea on 
Mauna Loa's slope. 
Ten thousand feet 
higher is the terminal crater of Mokau- 
wfoweo, which is only occasionally ac* 
tive, bub tne great periodic 
eruptions 
which flood the central part of the island 
with lava come from the summit crater. 


The flow of 18515 came neardeitroying 
the town of Hilo. 
It pushed down to 
the belt of woods above the village, and 
began to cut its way through. 
The viU 
lasers were in a state of great trepida* 
tion and confusion, iu daily anticipation 
of the destruction of their homes. 
The 
Rev. Mr. Coan. one of the fathers of the 
mission, prayed that the lava mightstop, 
and it stopped—greatly to the confusion 
of the heatnen, and to the 
fortification 
of the faith of all true believers. 
Un- 
fortunately, the story has an erilouwo 
which spoils it. 
The flow of 1881 also 
ran directly for Hilo, and 
penetrated 
through the whole belt of woods. 
This 
time it seemed as though the village was 
really doomed. 
Tne la^a ran fifty miles 
over woods and hills and every obstacle, 
and was now within a mile of the vil- 
lagers' houses. 
There was nothing fur- 
ther to check its progress, and for once 
the prayers of 
Father 
Coan 
and hii 
church proved inefficient. But an ancient 
Hawaiian Princess of heathenish propen- 
sitles 
and enormous 
proportions 
was 
equal to the emergency. 
She came with 
incantations and sacritices, she threw 
pigs—roast pig is as dear to the Hawaii- 
an as to Charleg Limb—into the molten 
lava, and the flow esased! 


Another famous Hawaiian crator is the 
world renowned Haleakala, or the House 
of the Sun. 
This is a huge crater in the 
top of a great 
dome 
like 
mountain 
10,000 feet in height, which, with its 
vast slopes, constitutes much the larger 
half of the island of Maui. An early ride 
or drive over good roads take us from 
Wailuku, or, if one prefers a few miles 
of 
railroad, 
from 
Sprccklesville 
to 
Olinda, a beautiful spot, high upon the 
slopes of the mountain, where it is gen- 
erally convenient to pass the night. 


Two or three hours' ride brings one to 
the summit, 
and 
then 
there 
breaks 
upon the vision, without 
a 
moment's 
warning, a sight never to be forgotten 
on eartn. 
Your horse toils up to the 
edge, 
and 
lol 
you 
stand 
on 
the 
extreme 
verge of 
an 
immense black 
chasm, 
1U,UUU 
feet 
in air, nineteen 
miles in circumference, and nearly 3000 
feet deep. 
Figures 
cannot 
reproduce 
the impression ol 
boundless 
sublimity 
which the first sight of this great 
dark 
pit produces. You could put, not indeed 
the 
whole 
of London 
into 
it, but it 
would 
contain 
New 
Y'ork 
or 
Paris. 
There i§ not a blade of grass, nor a tree, 
nor a shrub, nor a single living thing to 
mitigate the horrors of its awlul desola- 
tion. 


A nuuit)cr of cones varying from 300 
feet to 700 leec in height, but all look- 
ing like toys Irom your station, tell the 
tale of the fierce volcanic activity of 
which 
this pit was once 
the centre. 
Down 
in 
the 
southeast is the 
great 
Kaupo gap, through which 
floods 
of 
lava once made their hurrvinc: exit, and 
It is up through this gap that the clouds 
come stealing which finally steal away 
the views. 
At first a mere fleck, a cloud 
the S1//J of a man's hand, then a few 
bcattered detacnments come floating in, 
and finally great dense white masses roil 
through the gap like the solid 
columns 
of on advancing army, and spread them- 
fcelves rapidly before the wind until the 
whole floor of the crater is snatched 
away; you look behind and you see that 
the whole island—the green cane fields, 
the hamlets ciuUering on the mountain's 
base, the line of flashing surf 
which 
marks the coast and tne blue strctch of 
ocean—all these, too, have disappeared 
' as if by magic, and from horizon to 
! horizon stretches one vast floor of fleecy 
, cloud, above which you stand alone on 
I your pinnacle, like a god. 
I 
Only in the southeast two blue and 
I rounded domes are soltly floating abovo 
the clouds, 
but look so tender 
and 
dreamily unsubstantial that one thinks a 
breath would dissipate them. 
They are 
the tops of the two mountains of the 
island of Hawaii, 1-1,001) feet high, and 
are seen across forty miles of water.

After returning to the fire, 
the milk, thickening and seasoning are 
added—Boston Cultivator. 


CTJRIiED WAFERS. 


Beat six ounce? of fre^h butter to a 
cream, then mix it gradually with 
an 
equal weight of dried, sifted flour, three 
large well-beaten eggs, two ounces of 
tíne white sugar, a pinch of salt, a feW 
drops of ñavoriníí essence and three 01 
four tablespoonluls of cream; beat the 
mixture bristcly until the various ingred- 
ients are thoroughly blended, then drop 
it, a tablespoonful at a time, upon a but- 
tered bakiui^ tin, leaving plenty of space 
between for the cakes to swell during the 
process of cooking, which they will dc 
Co a considerable extent; when cooked 
iutiiciently and lightly browned remove 
the cakes from the tin, and while still 
hot twist each one very carefully to the 
form of a cornucopia, or a horn, lu n 
gentle manner so as not to break 
the 
wafers; return the cakea to the oven for 
a minute or two to stiffen into shape; 
then, when quite cold, put first a 
tiny 
spoonful of some delicíate preserves into 
aacb, then a spoonful of whipped cream, 
and serve tastefully arranged on a prettjf 
glass dish.—St. Louis Republic. 


rorCORN KALtiS. 


The popcorn ball of the confectioner, 
made of tasteless corn, a small amount 
of white sugar and gum arabic, notwith- 
standing its white beauty, is a very in- 
ferior article in taste compared with the 
homc*made balls. In our family the little 
folks are cxcaedingly fond of cornballs, 
and one of the number, a young girl, 
quite prides herself on her skill in mak- 
ing them. 
The younger children shell 
the corn and assist in the popping. 
A 
peck pail is almost tilled with tne ex- 
ploded grains, excluding those irrever- 
'jntlydubbed **old maids," the grains 
that will not pop. 


Half a pint of raola'^ses and half a 
pint of sugar are mixed togesher and 
put on to boil; 'to this is added half a 
teaspoonful cf salt and a teaspoonful of 
butter; this must boil until it 13 aboat 
ready to candy, when it is poured over 
the corn; as it is poured the corn should 
be gently stirred with the handle of a 
long spoon, and the candy distributed 
through it as evenly as posjible; as soon 
as it is suffictently cool, with 
buttered 
•ands the corn is formed into balls; ttie 
corn must not be pressed too hard wheu 
making the balls. 


The butter aud salt—so there is not 
too much of 
the 
latter—improve 
the 
taste very materially. 
Of course these 
ball« are not so nice loosing as those of 
the confectioner; but they are far more 
»"tlatable.-—Albany Cultivator.

lloreiiitftry Foes. 


The memory of the Pima, nor do 
Iraditionn, run so far back th&t h mortal 
enmity with the Aptehes did not exist. 
The first thing the Puu* child is taught 
is to hate the Apache, tbo vandal of tho 
groat Amijrican desert, and ho seldom 
forgets his teaching. 
Though it is not 
«0 bad now that tne Apaehei have sur- 
rendered to the United Statoi Govcrn- 
ment, stilt the hatred exists, and when 
the opportunity is presented the Pima 
heaps all kinds of contumely upon tha 
heads of the Anaches. 


As is known the l^imas seldom leave 
their vailej homes, aud a$ the Apaches 
are now on the reservation under the 
surveillance of troops, it is rarely that 
they meet, though last winter a company 
of the Apacho soWieri were brought 
through the city under a United States 
oiRcei. 
Before they had been here an 
hour their old enemies, tho Pimas and 
Maricopas, all knew of it, and by tha 
middle of the afternoon fully 2000 were 
in town to see them. 
Tho Apacho senti- 
nel had been taught enough military 
discipline to know that he must not re- 
sent the insults heaped upou him by the 
Indian onlookers, but it must have bcaa 
a hard trial to his wild nature. 


Years h^o the Apnchcs aud the Pimas 
often settled their ditTerences by singl« 
combat or pitched battles, and there is 
now one Pima living who killed six 
Apaches in one day in single combat 
near where the Sacaton Agency is lo- 
cated. The Pima used hii iron wood club, 
about two 
feet in 
length, 
and 
tha 
Apaches their spears and war ¿lubs. 
It 
is wonderful how skillful theso Piraiw 
are iu the use of their clubs, fencing 
with them equal to the exhibition of a 
French master 
of 
the ioils.—Phcaaix 
(Arizona) Herald.
